The    Selectmen    explained   that    no    later  than    1980    we    have 
to   have    an   aerial    map  of   all    boundaries    in    Town.       These    have 
t  o    be    made    by  a    professional    firms.       This    will     cost     about 
$12,000.00    to    the  Town.       They    suggested    an    appropriation   of 
a    sum  each   year,    which    would    make    it    much  easier    for  the 
Town,    than   paying    it     al  1    at    once.        The    voters    suggested 
having  socials    t  o  help    raise   money.

The    Monadnock    Regional    School     Board    annual    meeting   was 
held    in   Swanzey    on   March    Z3,     1974    at     1     x'M. 

The    proposed    budget    of    $2,436,096    was  raised    and    approp- 
riated for    the    year    1974-75.       Roxbury'  s   share    was    1.7%  of    the 
t  ot al     cost . 

The    article    on    a  vote    to    change    the    formula  from  50% 
A.  D.  M.     and    50%    assessed    valuation  to  a    formula    based    on 
average    daily   membership    only   was    defeated  by  a    vote    of     523 
to   466. 

Defeated  also   was    a    bond i ssue    on   proposed    alterations 
and  enlargements    to  some  of   the    elementary    schools    and    MRHS. 

They    voted    i  n   t  he    affirmative  to  raise  and    appropriate 
$3,000.00    for    new    stage    curtains  at   the    high    school. 

They   voted   to   purchase    a  comprehensive    general    liability 
insurance    policy   to  provide    i  ndemnif  i  cat  ion  f  or    itself   and    its 
officers    and    employees    as    perraitted    in   R.  S.  A.     31:105. 

They    also    authorized    any   grants    or    funds    for    education  to 
be    accepted.
